Professor J. TK Davidson of the Iowa 
Agricultural college, who is an authori­ 
ty on the drainage of highways to those 
interested In the construction of good 
roads, says that all roads should be 
provided with surface drainage. 
The ( rosa section should be of such a 
shape us to shed all rain at once to the 
side ditches. 
To do this the road must 
be oval or have a crown and must be 
smooth. 
The first of these is a matter 
of construction and Hie latter a matter 
of maintenance. The side drainage sys­ 
tem should be called upon to carry as 
u.uoh water as possible. W ater cannot 
Pe carried away by the tile drains un­ 
lit the water lias sunk through the soil 
and soi l cued it 
The crown of a road should lie suffl- 
cient to sins! the water readily. If th** 
road is to be maintained and kept fr**e 
from rut- ami holes less crown will do 
I hun if the road is to be neglected. The 
iowa highway commission recommend 
od a slope one inch to a foot for a 
crown in tin* traveled way. 
This is 
sufficient for most conditions. 
The 
crown should riot be too great. 
A st**ep crown causes the travel to 
be concentrated at the center, where 
ruts will Im* worn and washing result. 
Again, there i* some difficulty in vehl- 
* !**s pas-iug. 
< rn the side of the crown 
tile who**!- of tile vehicles have a tend­ 
ency to grind Hie road down.
